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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wilkinson does not teach 
the preliminary or final findings having associated characterization selected from strength and weakness. Examiner points out that, as 
claimed, the findings have an associated characterization, but the voting is for agreement or disagreement with the finding.
